Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kandle et al. 
(hereinafter "Kandle' 5 ) (US 3,340,719). Kandle discloses a pressing plate (12) having attached 
thereto a plurality of plungers (fig. 1) displaceable relative to the pressing plate (fig. 2), wherein 
the plurality of plungers are sprung (38) in bearings.
